Cooler Weather Is Predicted for To- 
day—Big Storm in Albany— 
Three Dead*Up-State. 


The second day of the heat wave 
brought to New York yesterday a new 
high record of 97 degrees and caused 
ten deaths and more than forty pros- |. 
trations, 

The rising mercury was partially off- 
set. by a drop in Humidity from the 
day before, and the city bore up under 
‘a blistering. steel blue sky on ‘the 
strength of promised rains ‘and cool- 
ness during the night. : 

At sunset welcome clouds rolled up 
in*the west and word came of a vViv- 
lent storm up-State..At 9 P. M. strong 
winds set in and ‘shortly after .mid- 
night a gentle rain commenced. 

The. wind brought a fifteen-degree 
drop in: the ‘temperature, ‘from 97 At 6 
o’clock to 82 at 10 o’clock. There was 
a seven-degree drop from 6 to 9 o’clock 
and eight. degrees from 9:to 10, 

To Be Cooler Today. 

The Weather Bureau issued the fol- 
lowing forecabt at 10:30 P. M.: 

“Partly cloudy ‘and cooler; muich 
cooler on the coast Friday. Saturday |’ 
fair, with modetate temperatures, Moan 
erate northwest winds.’

BERLIN DISMAYED 
AT TURN OF EVENTS

With the 
Geneva Assembly, which will pass on 
the Reich’s admission to the League 
of Nations a little more than a month 
away, Germans are frankly dismayed 
at the coincidence of Raymond Poin- 
caré, the invader of the Ruhr, resum- 
ing the reins of power in France, while

mons Sir Austen Chamberlain sternly 
denies the satisfactory completion ‘of 
German disarmament. 

‘Wilhelmstrasse. sees in this coinci- 
idence the gloomy prospect of the re-' 
birth of the allied front against Ger- 
many, the consequences of which 

cannot be estimated, but /which’ are 
scarcely likely to ‘promote the cause 
of international concord inaugurated 
at Locarno. With the British Foreign 
Secretary behind, him, General Walch, 
Chairman of the Interallied Control 
Commission, it is taken for granted 
in official quarters here, will \ not 
have much difficulty’ in gaining ‘the 
new French Premier’s approval of his 
demands for .the. tracking of Gen- 
eral von Seeckt, Commander-in-Chief 
of; the Rei ehr, and the-pther fags 
tary ‘conressi ‘stigmatiz tiged 
acceptable by the Marx Cabinet. 

And if Poincaré and Chamberlain 
through the Council of Ambassadors 
formally support these demands a bone 
of controversy will be dug up which 
might. prove an insurmountable ob- 
stacle to -Germany’s entry into the 
League in September. 

Chamberlain’s:dotble negative in re- 
ply to the question whether the Reich’s 
disarmament had been carried out sat- 
isfactorily was a more severe blow to 
German political opinion than Poin- 
caré’s advent .to the Premiership, 
which had beén foreseen and therefore 
partially discounted. Germany expects 
her arch-énemy to obtain and exercise 
almost dictatorial powers, but has. not: 
much fear. he .will use them to re- 
enter the Ruhr or. initiate. similar 
coercive measures. 

What Germany does fear is that, in 
collaboration with Chamberlain, ‘the 
new French Premier will use the; dis- 
armament issue to keep the Reich out 
of the league and the allied troops on 
the Rhine—thereby sterilizing the Lo- 
carno treaties from the German point 
of view. 

It is in this connection that Cham- 
berlain’s attitude .arouses so much 
consternation in Berlin. 

The  Taegliche Rundschau, Dr. 
Stresemann’s personal organ, this eve- 
ning prints the following comment on 
its front page: 

“Chamberlain’s utterances is ealou 
lated to ptovoke the most bitter pos- 
sible feeling in Germany. It will be 
recalled that to a similar question in 
the House of Commons last January 
the Foreign Secretary formulated a 
wholly different reply. On that occa- 
sion it was recognized that Germany’s 
disarmament was preceeding satisfac- 
torily. 

“Last March the Admission Commis- 
sion of the League of Nations recorded 
on the basis of a communication from 
the Council of Ambassadors that Ger- 
many’s disarmament had been entirely 
satisfactorily carried out in accordance 
with the Versailles Treaty.

Plans for. Financing. 

While the price at which the Eman- 
uel properties are held has not been 
disclosed, it was pointed out that the 
Middle West Utilities Company recent- 
ly. offered. publicly $7,000,000 par value 
of preferred. steck, with the annouhce- 


ment that the’proceéds were to be used 
in part for. the acquisition of new 
properties. It is expected that a bond 
issue will be floated also in further- 
ance of the sale. Halsey, Stuart & Co. 
will lead in auy financing. 

It is ‘understood that, in accordance 
with their -usual policies, the Insull 
interests will buy the Emanuél. prop- 
erties outright.. The Emanuels, whose 
property has béen on the market since 
about. the beginning of the year, are 
expected to retire from the utility field. 

The National Electric Power system 
is directed by a man who is saild‘to 


‘|be the youngest executive of impor- 


tance in the utility field. Albert 
Emanuel, President of the ‘company, 
has .been in’ practical retirement’ some 
time, and his son, Victor Emanuel, 
who is less than 30 years old, has vir- 
tually managed the property single- 
handed. 


Controlled Properties. 


The National- system. includes .the 
Penn Central Light and Power, Cum- 
berland County Power and Light, Port- 
land Railroad, Kansas Electric Power, 
Eastern: Kansas Power, Northwestern 
Public Service, Southwest Power, Ohio 


Electric Power and Michigan Electric 
Power companies. The properties 
spread through Maine, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Nebraska, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, South Dakota, Ken- 
tucky, Kansas, Oklahoma and Arkan- 
sas. They serve anh estimated popula- 
tion of 1,125,000. persons. Many of 
them were acquired for considerably 
less than their present value. 

The Emanuels have been interested 
in the utility field more than thirty 
years. Albert Emanuel was a corpo- 
ration lawyer in Dayton, Ohio, who 
late in the ’90s became interested in a 
traction property. .

Victor 
Emanuel became a Vice President of 
his father’s company in 1920. One of 
the most important acquisitions under 
his direction was the Penn Central 
Light and Power Company. This com- 
pany has book assets of $38,000,000 and 
owns a deposit of 5,000,000 tons of 
coal, natural gas wells, artificial gas 
plants and 380 miles of electrical-trans- 
mission wires.
